DEADLY POISON ACTS QUICKLY 


No Time Must Be Lost When the 
Presence of Ptomaines in the 
Stomach Is Even Suspected. 


The deadly: ptomaine has frequently 
to be taken into account. There is 
hardly a paper that does not contain 
one or more accounts of people made 
deadly ill by eating salad_at a recep 
tion, drinking lemonade that has been 
left in some. improper receptacle or 
eating canned goods improperly pre 
served. The names of such victims 
are legion. 

Ptomaines defined are poisonous 
products formed in fish, meat, milk 
and other articles of food by a process 
of decomposition that leaves little. vis- 
ible trace of its action. Milk improp- 
erly ,cooled at the dairy farm often 
comes to the consumer in a dangerous 
condition; but when sickness results 
it is usually too late to trace it to 
the original source and fix the re 
sponsibility. 

Poisoning cases from tinned goods 
are frequent. If a can bulges it tis 
positive proof. that decomposition has 
set In. In opening any can of meat, 
fruit, fish or vegetables the contents 
should be at-once turned into an 
earthen bow] or crock, never left for 
even half ai our 1 the opened tin. 

In case of poisoning, empty the 
stomach at once, using as an emetic 
mustard in lukewarm water, a table 
spoonful of mustard to a cupful of 
water, salt and water, same propor 
tion of cold water ad libitum. The 
mechanical resource would be thrust- 
ing the finger in the throat or tickling 
it with a feaiber. 

An enema frequently acts quicker 
than an emetic in emptying the stom- 
ach and bowels. The next thing is to 
give antidotes, lime water’ scraped 


of any other form quickly; magnesia, 
whiting, rice water, wood ashes, all 
are effective; but get your doctor on 
the spot as quickly as possible and fol- 
low his directions. Remember, in all 
these instances prevention 1s far easier 
than cure.

Demand for Ivory Has Thinned 
Ranks of Elephants. 


Splendid Specimens Such as Fell to 
the Guns of Sportsmen a Few 
Years Ago Are Practically 
Extinct In Africa. 


It is the ambition of most big game 


‘elephant with exceptionally -big 
“teeth,” to use the sporting term— 
but that ambition is seldom realized 
nowadays, for elephants, particularly 
those of record age and size, are be 
coming more rare every day. Indeed, 
it is stated that the African elephant, 
from whom the finest ivory is ob 
tained, is doomed. It has practically 
vanished from South Africa, and is be- 
ing slowly exterminated in other parts 
of the country. This extermination 
has been brought about by the great 
demand for ivory nowadays. 

Only a few years since a single 
large firm of billiard table makers 
used in a month as many as ninety- 
five pairs of tusks. Thus, to supply 
this single firm no fewér-than 1,140 
suffered death annually.

These 
were the finest pair of elephant’s 
teeth ever secured by a white sports- 
man, although they are not the heav- 
fest on record. The heaviest pair of 
tusks ever secured are to be seen in 
a museum in the United States. One 
of the tusks measures ten feet four 
inches along the outer curve and 
scales 235 pounds, and the other, 
which ia an inch or two. shorter, 
welghs 225 pounds, giving a total of 
460 pounds. 

The second of these tusks is 
eclipsed by one to be seen in the Brit- 
ish museum collection. It measures 
10-feet 2% inches, is 2414 inches ia 
circumference and weighs 226 pounds. 
One of the longest tusks on record 
was that in the possession of the late 
Rowland Ward at one time. It meas- 
ured ii feet 644 inchés over the curve 
nd . staled .158: pounds: lie. fcllow 
measured 11 feet in length and weigh- 
éd 143 pounds.
